The “revolutionary 
changes" 
in 
American farming in the last Ave 
years were described to members 
of the Gettysburg Lions club Mon­ 
day evening by Elmer H. Schriver, 
member of the club and vocational 
agriculture 
teacher at Gettysburg 
high school, during a program In 
which two local high school stu­ 
dents decribed their home farming 
projects to the clubmen. 
"Into the last Ave or six years 
have been packed as much progress 
in American agriculture as was made 
in any tw'o previous decades," MLr 
Schriver declared. “These changes 
have been far-reaching. During the 
war American farmers learned to 
produce one-third more crops with 
IO per cent less help and only a 
slight Increase in 
acreage. 
The 
yield per acre has gone up 20 per- 
| cent and the output per man is 
a third higher." 
He attributed these changes to 
three causes; 
quick adoption 
by 
j farmers of new 
and better ways 
| of doing their job through 
ine- 
I ohanization and more general use 
of electricity; 
Increased 
use 
of 


I fertilizer and lime, and the univer­ 
sal adoption of better varieties of 
' crops by tuning higher yielding, dis­ 
ease-resistant seed. 
"The farmer has become less de­ 
pendent upon hired li#lp and that 
will mean a continuation and possi­ 
ble increase in the shift of coun­ 
try population to Hie cities. Far­ 
mers with their increased income 
and time saved through their mod­ 
ern methods will be buying more 
of the luxury products of industry. 
Farming 
has become a scientific 
business for when a farmer has $15,- 
000 to $25,000 or more invested in 
his business he must get the high­ 
est possible 
per-animal and per- 
acre yield," he concluded.

TMF. LAW 
There is nothing so sacred in a 
democracy as the Law. It is by this, 
th a t as hum an beings, we can have 
an orderly society, in which all are 
equally protected. It is true th a t 
some lows are unjust, but the people 
themselves may am end, or repeal 
such laws. B ut only through their 
chosen representatives, whose serv­ 
ants they are. 
W hen just laws are disregarded, 
all law Us effected. Laws are made 
for the m ajority, for tile good of 
the most people. Minorities have 
no right to over-rule a majority, 
though they have the right to pro­ 
test. and often, in time, the m inor­ 
ity's plan becomes the m ajority's. 
It is nothing short of treason for 
any individual, or group, to defy all 
law*. T hat Is the first step toward 
anarchy, which 
m eans chaos. 
A 
minority defied the law and started 
the first Wbrld W ar, and so did a 
minority defy all laws of state and 
hum anity, 
and 
start 
the second 
World War. No nation has ever been 
big. or powerful enough, to rule the 
world, and never will there be such 
a nation. 
t 
Even the savages have their laws. 
and they insist upon their respect, 
whether right or wrong. But among 
civilized folk laws are mostly made 
to protect all, without regard to 
rare. color, or 
religion. T hat 
is 
democracy. We may not like a law 
but so long as it is law, it is both 
our duty an dprivilege to obey it. 
No individual is above the law. 
We shall never have world peace 
until all individual nations come to 
thie belief, for nations are but en­ 
larged hum an 
beings. The same 
principles apply. International law 
is the higher law th a t alone can 
assure Justice and happiness in this 
world. 
Nature has it unw ritten law’s, and 
when they are violated, penalties 
have to be paid. This body of ours 
has its self-m ade laves, and they, 
too, roust be respected if health 
and individual happiness are de­ 
sired. God created laws in His uni­ 
verse. and they function like clock­ 
work. There 
is no deviation. To 
them we owe our night and day. 
and everything, from which we gain 
Joy and sustenance. In obedience to 
the law is our only hope of hap­ 
piness.

will be tougher on m any businesses 
than if it had occurred this year. 
H eres why: ‘but remember, all 
this ha,s to do only with taxes paid 
by cor]K>rations; not with taxes paid 
by Individuals.) 
Tax Relief Status 
The corporation tax relief provi­ 
sion known as the "excess profits 
carry-back” expires on December 
31. 
Tills provision — written into an 
early wartim e tax act in an effort 
to help business reconvert to peace­ 
time pursuits—has been a. cushion 
against 
falling 
postwar 
profits, 
whether due 
to strikes or other 
causes. 
Not all "cary-back"— or “carry­ 
forw ard”—tax relief for business will 
be dead a t y ear’s end. however. Tax 
refunds can still be had for actual 
operating losses next year. But not 
for sub-standard profits. 
How’ It Works 
Tile difference Is this: 
If It costs a company more to 
operate in 1947 th an th at company 
takes in, it can get a refund on the 
taxes it paid on either 1945 or 1946 
profits. This is an "operating loss 
carry-back.” 
If the company didn’t make a 
flroflt In either 1945 or 1946, and 
still doesn’t in 1947. it can reduce 
the taxes on any profits it m akes 
in 1948 or 1949 by using its 1947 loss 
as an offset. T hat's an "operating 
loss carry-forw ard.” 
Excess Profits Credit 
But if it m akes a, profit next year. 
It won t get any refund— no m atter 
if the profit is but a tiny fraction 
of w hat It m ade in the years just 
before th e war. Tile reason: 1946 is 
the last year for relief under the 
“excess profit carry back.” 
More about this expiring provi­ 
sion: 
TTie excess profit tax — which 
didn’t touch this year's earnings al­ 
though! the "carry-back” provision 
applies to them —was a levy on “ex­ 
cess” profit resulting from war. 
W hether a profit 
was “excess” 
was m easured by a company’s earn ­ 
ings between the pre-w ar years, 1936 
and 1939. or by a specified return on 
its capital investment. 
Tills 
measuring 
standard 
was 
known as the “excess profits credit.” 
"Carry Back" 
Beam ings above the standard were 
taxed at 95 per cent, with provision 
for a IO per cent postwar refund. 
Earnings below the standard paid tile 
regular corporation tax of no more 
than 40 per cent (beginning with 
this year's earning, it went down to 
38 per cent.) 
If a corporation earned more than 
its excess profits credit for a couple 
of years and then earned less than 
the standard am ount — though it 
turned a profit—the under-m argln 
could be "carried back" to reduce 
the over-m argin of the earlier years.
